DuPont de Nemours Co., Wilming­ 
ton, Delaware. 
Dr. Cotton's wife, concert singer 
and protege of the late. Lillian Nor- 
dica, shares with him the honor of 
the triumph, he insisted today, as 
he told the story of what his dis­ 
covery will do, and; of the years of 
discouragement while it was being 
developed and tested, and while 
leading medical men scoffed at its 
possibilities. 
Eliminates Nausea. 
The new ether, Dr. Cotton as­ 
serts, is really a development of 
ether that was discovered years ago, 
but it acts more quickly, almost 
entirely eliminates nausea and al­ 
lows even major operations, such as 
removal of the appendix, to be per­ 
formed without the patent's either 
feeling pain or losing consciousness. 
It is said to be valuable in child­ 
birth, relieving the mother of much 
suffering, though it does not remove 
all sensation of pain. Perhaps its 
queerest effect is that when a cer­ 
tain amount is administered, the 
patient becomes incapable of telling 
anything but the exact truth in 
answer to a question. v The most 
hardened criminals, it is claimed, 
will give up their secrets under its 
influence. 
Some methods of administering 
the ether, Dr. Cotton says, do not 
differ greatly from the familiar 
ones. Others are as simple aa the 
donning of a mask. A reporter stuck 
pins into a man equipped with such 
a ' mask, with no apparent effect 
other than to amuse him. 
Experiments in developing the 
now ether lasted for years, and 
were laughed at by many of the 
foremost medical men. 
The first 
promising results were obtained in 
May, 1916, when a number of ani­ 
mals were relieved from pain with­ 
out going to sleep. At this time it 
cost $80 a pound to manufacture 
the material, and it took three 
weeks to make a pound.

The disease leaped up in Topeka 
yesterday, sixty-four new cases being 
reported, with two deaths.

same percentage of toll in death. 
The fact remains that every posaible precaution should be 
used right here in Ada, and used right now. 
If your premises are not clean from cellar to garret and 
from the front yard fence to the back, it is your duty to see 
that they are cleaned and fumigated at once. 
Then, when that is done, it is the duty of the city and 
county health officers and public officials to see that the 
streets and alleys and all public places are cleaned thoroughly 
and without delay. 
No matter what the nature of the disease may be, the fact 
remains that cleanliness is the greatest of all preventatives, 
‘and preventatives are what are wanted at this time. 
The streets and alleys are by no means in a sanitary con­ 
dition, but the people will stand by the authorities in the ex­ 
penditure of any reasonable sum, from any fund, to see to it 
that they are put in such condition and that speedily. 
Individuals should exercise every precaution possible to 
prevent the spread of the disease. Frequent baths are ffecom- 
mended; do not expose yourself uselessly; keep well wrapped 
when out of doors; do not expectorate on th ei streets nor 
cough and sneeze in public without the use of a handkerchief. 
There are a hundred and one simple little precautions 
which we all know and should religiously observe during this 
time of crisis and great danger. Let us be on guard and do 
all in our power to not only protect ourselves but to protect 
others.

or recently announced it was not 
his purpose to attem pt to dictate 
what legislation should be consider­ 
ed. 
Recommendation that an “anti­ 
profiteering program be taken up 
and a law “with teeth in it” be 
enacted to give the state power to 
control the cost of living, has been 
made by R. J. Hopkins, attorney 
general. Legislation looking to state 
supervision of livestock prices and 
control of the Kansas City stock 
yards, also has been proposed. In­ 
surance 
interests have discovered 
that a law is needed to repeal an 
old statute which has been on the 
books for 49 years. 
Activities of alleged radicals as 
brought out at the recent trial of 
I. W. W/ in the federal court in 
Kansas City, Kan., has prompted 
a demand for anti-radical legislation 
and hope has been expressed that 
the special session will pass an 
“anti-syndicalism” law to curb al­ 
leged “red” activity in the state. 
School associations and education­ 
al interests In the state are said 
to be behind a bill which woald 
remove present restriction on the 
levies whereby funds are raised for 
maintenance of public schools. It is 
said such restrictions have resulted 
in* under-paid school teachers, while 
in somS districts funds are insuffi­ 
cient for running * the schools.
